— Capt. Dieudonne Coste, French 
aviation ace, and Maurice Bellonte, 
his mechanic and co-pilot, took off 
today in their plane, the Question 
Mark, at 10:54 a, m., French sum- 
mer time (3:54 a. m., St. Louis 
time) on a trans-Atlantic flight to 
New York. 

Coste posed for photographs be- 
fore ‘taking off, shook hands with 
friends and kissed his wife good- 
by. Her face was pale as she pat- 
ted her husband's shoulder and 
wished him luck. On her white 
hat was a big red question mark. 

Coste got into his plane, and, 
rising in its co¢kpit, said in French 
to the few hundred people assem- 
bled around him: “Thank you for 
coming. We hope all will go well 
and we hope to have better weath- 
er at the finish than at the start.”

ABOARD MOTOR SHIP BRAT- 
VAAG, SKJAER ISLAND, Norway, | 
Sept. 1 (By Wireless).—The Nor- 
wegian expedition to Franz Josef’s 
Land (now Fridtjof Nansen Land) 
in the summer of 1930 was made 
with the motor sealer Bratvaag of 
Aalesund. The skipper was Peder 
Eliasen. 
It was planned that the vessel 


should at the same time hunt 
whales, seals and ice bears. 

We sailed from Aalesund on 
July 29 and in marvelous weather 
we went northward along the coast 
to Tromsoe, where we arrived on 
July 30 in the morning. That eve- 
ning we continued our voyage and 
by the next morning we were well 
out at sea past Soroya Island. 

We made our course for Hopen, 
our first stopping place. We ar- 
rived there Aug. 2. From there we 
proceeded to King Karl’s Land 
(Spitzbergen) and arrived on Aug. 
which is the 
northwesterly part of King Karl’s 
Land. 

Ice Unusually Favorable. 
Because of reports from a hunt- 
ing expedition that had been north 
earlier this year, we knew that 
ice conditions were unusually 
favorable, and up to now we had 
not seen one floating iceberg. 
Therefore we decided that en 
route to Franz Josef Land we could 
visit the islands between Spitz- 
bergen and Franz Josef Land, 
which usually are hard to regch. 
These are Stor Island, White Island 
and Victoria Island. 

So we continued, and early o. 
the morning of Aug. 5 we glimpsed 
a great island’s white peak through 
the fog. We discovered that the 
map for this region is incorrect, as 
this island lies. about 12 miles 
further to the west than on the 
British Admiralty map, and that 
the mapping done by the Worsley- 
Algarsson expedition in 1925 is 
quite correct. + . 

We first landed on the southeast 
side of the island, where the coast 
is-quite bare. After that we were 
on the northeast side, where there 
is a great expanse of bare flat land. 

Find Amundsen Depot. 
Just on the beach there is a 


depot was established by the Ital- 
ians In 1928 for Nobile and Roald 
Amundsen. Beside this depot we 
erected a hut that we had with us. 
It is good to have a hut on this 
God-forsaken place in case some ill- 
fated expedition should seek refuge 
there. 

At 5 o’clock we weighed anchor 
and sailed eastward in ice-free 
waters. At the outset we were fol- 
lowed by our old friend fog, but it 
soon disappeared, and then we 
caught sight of the big white peak 
on White Island. 

This island—Giles Land, as it is 
also called—is known to be one 
of the most unapproachable islands 
in the whole of the Spitzbergen 
region, and here we were going full 
speed toward it in fce-free waters. 

We certainly were lucky, and 
our joy was great over the possi- 
bility of being able to land so 
easily at this rarely visited place. 
Little did we imagine then that 
our visit would lead to the final 
explanation of one of the most 
tragic and mysterious happenings 
in the history of polar exploration. 

We came up under a bare flat 
land on the southwest side of the 
island. White Island’s position 
also is incorrectly marked on the 
maps, too far east. 

Land Under Burning Sun. 

It was quite still and there was 
a burning sun as we came to land. 
Very carefully Skipper Eliasen 
maneuvered his vessel in through 
innumerable projections of land: 
Fortunately some stranded icebergs 
showed us where most of the dan- 
gerous projections were located. 

The skipper dropped anchor and 
members of the expedition went 
ashore. These were the botanist 
Olaf Hanssen, the zoologist Adolf 
Sorensen, and myself as leader of 
the expedition. 

On our way into the beach we 
saw a school of walrus playing 
about in the sea, and the outlook 
for a goo: catch helped to put us 
in a good humor. 

We landed and were soon on our 
way inland a:rogs the naked island. 
On it were mountains of granite 
and gneis. Between them were 
stretches of gravel and sand. Only 
a shallow little lake broke the tedi- 


Brown Moss made a little spot 
of color here and there. Otherwise 
vegetation was very sparse. There 
were the usual polar flowers about. 

We worked through the evening 
in the northwest part of the flat 
land, and went on board again in 
the early morning.

SOY'S FRIENDS 
SEND $50,000 
TO KIDNAPERS 
AT CHICAGO 


Five Make Up Fund After 
One of Them Is Informed 
Fund Must Be Received 
by Certain Time or Harsh 
Measures Will Follow. 


WARNED AGAINST 
‘MONKEY BUSINESS’ 


Associate of East Side Gam- 
bler Later Told Over 
Phone ‘You'd Better 
Raise Money” Call 
Traced to Flora, Ill. 


A fund of ,$50,000 has _ been 
raised by five’ friends to ransom 
John T. Soy, elderly East Side 
gambling house proprietor, from 
gangsters who kidnaped him Fri- 
day night on the McKinley Bridge, 
the Post-Dispatch learned today. 
Prepared to hand over the en- 
tire amount, if necessary, a repr2- 
sentative of Soy’s frieads left for 
Chicago Saturday night to nego- 


tiate for his release with the Chi- 
cago gang which had announced it 
was holding him for ransom. 

A friend of Soy’s was informed 
Saturday morning that the gambler 
was not taken by a local gang; as 
had been thought, bat by Chi- 
cago hoodlums. The friend wes 
told that Soy was being well ticat- 
ed but that the ransom woud 
have to be paid within a specified 
time or harsh measures would be 
adopted to force payment. 

“Send a reliable man up to deal 
with us,” the friend was told. “We 
don’t want any monkey busi- 
ness.”’ 

Each Posts $10,000. 

Friends of Soy were immediate- 
ly canvassed for help. Five of 
them, including the man who had 
received. the first news, promptly 
posted $10,000 each. The money 
was either taken by the represen- 
tative to Chicago, or was made 
available to him there on a few 
minutes’ notice. 

The representative of the local 
group had not returned this morn- 
ing. Soy’s friends have been prom- 
ised that if negotiations with the 
Chicago gang were carried out “on 
the up and up” no harm would 
come to the gambler and he would 
be released immediately mpon pay- 
ment of the ransom. 

Soy, who is about 65 years old, 
was kidnaped as his chauffeur, 
David Meifert, accompanied him 
across McKinley Bridge Friday 
night on the way from Soy’s home 
at 4502 Harris avenue, to the Hyde 
Park Club, a Venice gambling re- 
sort operated by Soy in partnership 
with John P. Connor and Walter 
Sutter. 

Stopped’ on the eastern section 
of the bridge by an automobile 
whose driver asked for help, Mei- 
fert and Soy were ordered into the 
tonneau of their car by three or 
four masked and armed men, who 
stepped from behind the bridge 
girders. 

Chauffeur Reports Kidnaping. 

Soy was taken from the machine 
in Venice and presumably trans- 
ferred to another car. Meifert was 
driven to a point 10 iles north 
of Venice, he told police) and was 
there left by the kidnakers. He 
drove back to Venice and aWNer re- 
porting the occurrence to Con 
came to St. Louis and made a re- 
port to police. 

Soy was once a member- of the 
old House of Delegates. The po- 
lice first knew him 30 years ago 
when he and Ferd Warner operat- 
ed a gambling house and saloon 
at Broadway and Montgomery 
street. Later Soy and Warner be- 
gan operations on the East Side. 
Warner has since retired because 
of illness. 

Last night an anonymous tele- 
phone call was received by one of 
Soy'’s associates at Venice, as a re- 
sult of which a search is being 
made for the gambler in the vicin- 
ity of Flora, lll, The caller said 
“You better get busy and get 
some money for Soy,” before the 
man on the ‘Venice end put up the 
receiver in his excitement. The 
call was traced to Flora.

At the extreme 
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Eye Witnesses Tell How 
Train Swayed From Side 
_ To Side Before Wreck 


Crew Members anil Passengers Relate What 
Happened After Crash and How 
They Rescued the Injured. 


The wreck of the Frisco's ‘‘Tex- 
as Special” was witnessed by a 
member of the Post-Dispatch news 
staff, W. C. Guempel. Returning 
to the city from his cottage on «he 
Meramec River, he was crossing 
the Marshall road bridge, spanning 


the Frisco tracks, when the wreck 


occurred. 

‘‘The train, traveling at high rate 
of speed, began to rock from side 
to side, then the coaches seemed 
to bob up and down for probably 
200 feet,”’ he said. “Suddenly the 
locomotive jumped to the right of 
the track, struck a high embank- 
ment and fell over on its left side. 
A stream of steam gpuouted and 
sprayed from the boiler, then a 
flash as if.the engine had caught 
fire. A cloud of dust shot high 
into the air, caused by the break- 
ing of the airbrake line. 

“The tender piled up against the 
engine cab, crushing it; the mail 
and express car was flung south 
across the eastbound track while 
the next car in the train, a com- 
bination baggage and chair coach, 
was thrown as violently te. the 
north. 

“The chair car, third in line, 
crumpled one end agéinst the side 
of the combination car and re- 
mained generally parallel to the 
track upon which it had been run-. 
ning while the two cars ahead 


| were at right angles. The diner, 


tourth car in the train, was thrown 


at right angles across the right- 
of-way, its armored side smashing 
the rear end of the chair car. 

“A plece of rail, probably 100 
feet long, shot into the air as the 
engine struck the embankment, 
twisted and fell across the roadbed, 
burying itself in the embankment, 
In a few seconds there 
stampede, passengers leaping from 
the doors and windows of the 
coaches.”’ 

A similar atory was told by John 
Dryer, a retired farmer, living on 
the Big Bend road, opposite the 
scene of the wreck. The tracks

The statement was made after 
officials had examined the rails at 
the point where the locomotive left 
the track. There they found sev- 
eral fragments of stone and pow- 
dered rock which appeared to have 
formed part of one large stone, 

Grooves Cut Into Ties, 

Physical evidence showed that 
the wheels of the locomotive had 
left the rails at this point, shearing 
off bolts which connected two 
lengths of rail. The rail was intact 
and grooves in the ties showed the 
path which the locomotive had fol- 
lowed. 

Discussing their conclusion, the 
executives pointed out that about 
a weck ago a stone was thrown 
through the cab:of another loco- 
motive as it passed the same point. 
This occurrence was dismisscd as 
a childish prank. 

Bodies of the six dead were tak- 
en to Bopp’s undertaking estab- 
lishment in Kirkwood, where Cor- 
onér O'Donnell will hold an in- 
quest at 10 a. m. Wednesday. The 
11 seriously injured were taken to 
St. Mary’s Hospital or thé Frisco 
Hospital. Forty-seven other per- 
sons reported minor injuries which 
did not require hospital tr-atraent. 

The Frisco line between St. Louis 
and Valley Park was out of servics 
during the night and trains were 
detoured over the Missouri Pacific. 
Early today wrecking crews had 
the east- 
bound line and expected to have 
the westbound track open some 
time tomorrow. 

Thousands of spetcators gath- 
ered about the wreck and many 
lingered until daybreak today. At 
7 a. m. today another throng be- 
gan to gather, Increasing in num- 
ber as automobile loads of curious 
streamed out from St. Louis and 
various communities of St. Louis 


County.

Weather at Sea Favorable to a

On the great circle course, Dr.

Dr. Horr Finds Party Still Had 
Food and Ammunition .

ABOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS AFTENPOSTEN BOAT 
HEIMEN, at Skjaer Island, Arctic 
(by wireless), Sept. 1.—Dr. Gunnar 
Horn of the Norwegian Explora- 
tion Mission, returning from White 
Island with the Andree exploration 
party’s bodies and effects, reached 
this Arctic Ocean port today. 

When Dr. Horn was asked this 
forenoon to amplify his previous 
statements about the condition of 
the bodies aboard the Bratvaag 
he reiterated that they had been 
well preserved on the voyage and 
that, in this sense, they were in 
good condition. Naturally, lHbw- 
ever, the scientist, who found the 
Andree camp after the explorers 
had been missing 33 years, said the 
bodies had deteriorated greatly 
during.their long stay there. 

The Associated Press called the 
attention of Dr. Horn to the pub- 
lication of reports that according 
to Andree’s navigation book the 
balloon on July 15, 1897, was at $3 
degrees north and 30 east. Dr. 
Horn replied: 

“You can take it for granted that 
they (the Andree expedition) left 
the balloon at this place and then 
marched southward. White Island 
lies at 80 degrees north. They 
thus had wandered about 180 
miles—a very long march over the 
ice, especially when you take into 
consideration the difficulties caused 
by drifting ice.” 

Dr. Horn said it was very prob- 
able other relics of the Andree ex- 
pedition still lay buried in the ice 
at White Island and can be found 
by digging. He said Andree’s log 
is stuck together from the glue in 
the binding but he expressed be- 
lief it could be separated. 


Observation Book Intact. 

Andree’s observation book, how- 
ever, is intact. “This contains not 
only a list of places’ but a list of 
provisions. It tells further that 
they shot polar bears and ducks,” 
Dr. Horn asserted. 

Dr. Horn was asked how long 
Andree and his colleagues could 
have lived. 

“They left Danes Island on their 
aerial argosy on July 11, 1897,” 
the scientist replied. “To the be- 
ginning of September or a \little 
later, they came to White Island 
worn out. You can see that by the 
way their fur overshoes are worn 
and by the condition of their equip- 
ment in general. 

“The cold killed them. Their 
end* must have been easy. They 
slept into death.” 

The explorer was asked if it 
would be possible to read Andree’s 
diary. He replied: 

“Yes, certainly. There was an- 
other package with the books in 
the boat, There were several 
diaries, perhaps Strindberg’s and 
¥rankel's, as well as several writ- 
ing pads and other things. 

“All that we found was consid- 
crably damaged by bears and not 
50 well preserved as generally be- 
lieved. The party must have been 
living on birds, because there were 
feathers In the boat. 

“There also was an unopened 
box of ammunition in the boat. 
Andree had a rifle Aying next to 
him. Am oll stove and a few 
pieces of food were in the boat. 

“Last Tuesday we were again at 
White Island to see if we could 
find anything more. High waves 
prevented us from going ashore. 

“We could see a white bear 
dancing about th. cairn which we 
had erected to mark the spot where 
the Andree party was found, 

“When we erected the cairn we 
left in it a note in English and 
Norwegian, saying, ‘Norwegian

tha Lane Morlote, American wid- 
ow of a Cuban aviation officer, 
was released by the authorities to- 
day after espidnage charges aguinst 
her had been investigated. She 
left by airplane for Miami, en route 
to New York. 

Mrs. Marlote, arrested Saturday 
just before her intended departure 
for Long Meadow, Mass., to visit 
her father, had been held in a 
prison cell at Marianao where she 
had been on a hunger strike. 

Senora Morlote was arrested Sat- 
urday to be held for 72 hours. The 
charge against her stated spe- 
cifically that she had entered “into 
negotiations with secret agents of 
Colombia and the United States, to 
sell the secret key of the Cuban 
Army Air Corps .code. 

“IT know nothing of the charges 
against me,” she told newspaper- 
men. 

“T have been in mourning since 
my husband was killed tn an air- 
plane accident, July 1, and I know 
nothing of secret keys he might 
have possessed to the Cuban milli- 
tary code. If he had in effect se- 
cret keys he did not impart them 
to me. It looks like a trumped up 
job to beat me out of my pension." 

Guards at the Marianao jail, 
where Senora Lane was impris- 
oned, said that at breakfast yester- 
day she declined to eat, but they 
thought her appetite had failed 
due’ to extreme nervousness. Food 
was offered her again at noon but 
she again refused to eat Last. 
night she refused her méal and de- 
clared she would not eat again un- 
til she had regained her liberty. 

Dr. Ricardo Gutierrez Lee, Co- 
lombian Minister to Cuba,’ brand- 
ed the charges against Mrs. Mor- 
lote as “ridiculous.’’ He said: “’Co- 
lombia enjoys entirely friendly re- 
lations with Cuba and has no de- 
sire to acquire this nation’s mili- 
tary secrets.” 

Some Cubans remarked that they 
could not understand why the Unit- 
ed States and Colombia, so far 
away, could be interested in Cuban 
milttaly secrets.

Morlote, and 
who alsd has been detained, has 
made no statements since his ar- 
rest.

MEDICINE TAKEN IN 
PLANE TO INJURED 
MEN ON MOUNTAIN 


Supplies Dropped for Impro- 
vised Hospital 13,000. Feet 
Up Mt. Whitney. 


By the Associated Press. 
INDEPENDENCE, Cal., Sept. 1. 
—Isolated at the 13,000-foot level 
on Mount Whitney, in a rough 
cabin serving as a hospital, two of 
four youths injured six days ago 
by falling rock are fighting. for 
their lives. 

Donald Downs of Glendale, Cal., 
and Edward Jordan of Dinuba, 
Cal., were too ill to be moved when 
their companions, Donald Griffin 
and Robert Rankin, both of Fresno, 
were brought here from the forest 
trail camp Saturday. 

A physician and a nurse, who 
made the 35-mile journey on foot 
up the tallest peak in the United 
States to care for the injured, sent 
an urgent call for additional medi- 
cal supplies. An army plane from 
March Field, Riverside, flew to 
Lone Pine: yesterday, carrying 
medicine, Later it flew over the 
camp, dropping the supplies at the 
door of the improvised hospital. 
Downs’ arm was crushed by the 
falling rock and it was amputated 
below the elbow. Blood poisoning 
set in and the supplies taken to the 
‘camp yesterday were for a second 
operation. Jordan’s ribs were 
broken and he has developed pneu- 
monia. 

The youths, working in a Dequia 
National Forest trail crew, sought 
refuge beneath a cliff while other 
workers set off a dynamite blast. 
The explosion sent rocks tumbling 
down upon them. 


FOUR DROWN WHEN WIND 
UPSETS LAUNCH IN LAKE 


Accident Occurs Near McCall, Ida.; 

Two Similar Deaths in 
Wisconsin.

McCALL, Ida., Sept. 1.—Caught 


in the wind-whipped waters of 
Payette Lake when their small 
launch overturned yesterday four

A quarter of a mile from the 
shore the boat was filling rapidly 
when it overturned after being 
caught by a huge breaker, witnes- 
ses said.

WAUKESHA, Wis., Sept. 1.— 
Hurled into Pewaukee Lake with 
seven other girls when their light 
sailing craft capsized during a se- 
vere rain, wind and _— electrical 
storm yesterday, Ann Wisnewski, 
22 years ‘old, Kenosha, Wis., was 
drowned. The others were saved. 

A second drowning attributed to 
the storm occurred at Lewis Lake 
in Waukesha County when a row- 
boat manned by Martin. O'Hare, 
51, Milwaukee, tipped over in high 
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marvelous weather, with brilliant 
sunshine and a cloudless sky. The 
ocean was like a mirror, and on 
many jutting peninsulas round 
about were stranded icebergs. 
White Island’s great ice peak 
rose majestically from the low 
coast land. Everywhere reigned an 
intense silence. Just once in & 
while we could hear the noise of 
ice breaking away from a parent 
iceberg and splashing into the sea. 
In truth there was a great white 
silence everywhere, and it was im- 
possible not to feel a little affect- 
ed by such a deathlike stillness. 
The noise of the falling ice em- 
phasized the depth of the silence. 
In ‘the morning the Bratvaag’s 
two hunting boats, under the 
leadersh@?p of the shooters, Ole 
Myklebust and Severin Skjeiten, 


‘went out to harpoon walruses. Ul- 


timately Skjelten and the har- 
pooners, Karl Tusvik, Olaf Salen, 
Johan Almestad and Sigurd Mykle- 
bust, went ashore to skin their 
catch. 

Salen and Tusvik went to search 
for drinking water and discovered 
a little stream. 


Finding of the Party. 


Besides the stream they found a 
mound of snow that was rather 
dark and did not resemble the 
ordinary snow hill. They went 
over to it at once and saw a boat 
sticking up from the snow. 

In the boat they caught sight of 
the point of a boatswain’s hook, 
with a name engraved on it. The 
two men at once ran back to 
Skjelten and told him about their 
find, showing him the hook. 

On it was engraved “Andree’s 
Polar Expedé#tion, 1896.” Skjelten, 
Almeéstad and Myklebust then went 


to the mound, and in the boat they. 


further found a book, which they 
took with them to the beach. 

At thid moment the Bratvaag’s 
motor boat, with Skipper Eliassen 
and Assistant Mechanic Ekornaas- 
vaag aboard, arrived to help the 
hunters with their walrus catch. 

Eliassen was immediately in. 
formed about the discovery, and he 
went on alone to investigate it fur- 
ther. 


Body Leaning Against Slope. 


Against the wall of a neigboring 
mountain, he found a body leaning 
against the mountain slope with its 
feet half buried in snow. 

Eliassen realized at once that 
this must be the remains of the 
Andree expedition. He immediate- 
ly returned to the Bratvaag, where 
I wase He showed me the book 
and I saw immediatély that it was 
the Andree expedition’s observation 
book, containing records of their 
sledge journey after they left the 
balloon. 

We took different implements 
on board the motor boat, and then 
all the expedition’s members went 
ashore to try as best we could to 
dig everything out and then trans- 
port it on board. 

It was with strange feelings that 
we stood on the beach where the 
brave Andree and his men 33 years 
ago ended their lass Polar wander- 
ing. In deep silence we went up 


toward the camp, which only too 
plainly showed us what had hap- 
pened, 


Recognized by Man Again.’ | 
There lay the boat half buried 
in snow, with its nose pointing in- 
land. Alongside it lay a sledge. 
The top of the sledge was level 
with the ice. On the snow a few 
yards away was a piece of black 
and red cloth, with crude squares 
cut in for windows, perhaps a part 
of a tent and under the wall of the 
mountain was Andree himself. 

We recognized him only by the 
monogram on his jacket. He was 
leaning against the mountain slope 
a few yards northeast of the boat. 
He had worn-out Arctic shoes on 
his feet but cheqwise was well 
clothed. 

Beside him lay a ome and an oil 
stove. There was oil in the stove, 
and en we pumped it, the ‘oil 
came out in a fine spray and gas 
came out at a vent on the side. 

The apparatus was quite in good 
order. 

In Andree’s inner pocket was his 
diary, but only a few pages ap- 
peared to have been written on. 
We also found in his pocket his 
pencil and a pedometer. 

Another Body Found. 


Between two mounds of earth a 
short distance away from Andree's 
body we found a little later anoth- 
er member of the expedition, who 
had apparently been laid there by 
one of the others. 

The body was half covered with 
small stones. It was “frozen 
down” and very hard to get up. 

~7e also found in the boat som 
remains of bones, but we have not 
been able to decide whether they 
are human bones. Some other 
articles were found at different 
places in the camp and carefully 
gathered up. 

Upon examining the boat closer 
we found many different things. 
These were the expedition's equip- 
ment of all kinds. 
articles of clothing such as stock- 
ings and handkerchiefs, an instru- 
ment for measuring the velocity of 
the wind, photographic apparatus, 
shot guns, a theodolite, sewing arti- 
cles, a hammer and an axe, and a 
bag containing navigation books 
and other things.

His wife, Kelly 
said, according to Bayles, tried te 
stop her husband from shooting. 
Kelly, according to the story he 
is alleged to have teld at the Sher- 
iff's office, pulled the er once, 
but the pistol, a .38-caliber single- 
action gun, misfired. The second 
time the bullet struck Dennis in 
the hip and ranged upward, lodg- 
ing near his spine. 

Mrs. Keily, according to Bayles, 
filed suit for divorce last week. The 
summons to serve the husband 
were received late yesterday at 
the Sheriff's office and were to 
have been given Kelly today. Kelly 
is an employe of the Missouri Ore 
Co. 

No charges have been filed yet 
against Kelly.

by Current in Wabash 
River — Farmer in Boat 


Crash in the Missouri. 


Two St. Loulsans were drowned 
on holiday outings yesterday, 

Mrs. Lorene Cash, 18 years old, 
2117 Arsenal street, lost her foot- 
ing and was carried away by the 
current when wading in the Wa- 
bash River near Grayville, Ill, 143 
miles east of St. Louis. 

Albert Goeringer, 38, a farmer, 
Conway and Ballas roads, was 
drowned -when swimming toward 
shore in the Missouri River, four 
miles below St. Charles, after a 
motorboat in which he was riding 
collided with a Government barge 
and overturned. Neither body has 
been recovered. 

Woman’s Husband Rescued. 

Mrs. Cash’s husband, James, an 
iron moulder, answering her calls 
for help, almost reached her but, 
tired from just having swum back 
and forth across the stream, be- 
came exhausted and had td be 
pulled to safety. 

The current in the Wabash ‘s 
strong at Schuh Bend, where the 
Cashes were wading with Mrs. 
Cash’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. C, H. 
Rainey, Mount Vernon, IIL, and 


her younger brother and_sister,, 


Everett and Helen. 

When Mrs. Cash first cried out, 
she was 150 feet from the others. 
Her sister reached her side and 
grasped her but, becoming ex- 


hausted, was forced to let go. Cash, 


returning from his swim to the 
Indiana side of the stream, ran 
along the bank for several hundred 
feet and plunged in after his wife. 
The long swim and the _ sprint 
sapped his strength and Helen 
Rainey was forced to tow him back 
to safety. 

Goeringer was jug fishing with 
two companions, Erwin Richter, 
Claytoh, and William Kuhn, 4846A 
Farlin avenue, in an outboard mo- 
tor boat. Intent on dashing from 
one floating jug to another, the 
men failed to observe the barge, 
one of a group being used on 
Government dike work. Their boat 
plunged under the barge, traveled 
its full length, 120 feet, under wa- 
ter and emerged upside down, 

Kuhn grasped a rope hanging 
from the barge before the plunge, 
but Goeringer and Richter clung to 
the boat. When it came up, Goe- 
‘ringer, a good swimmer, struck out 
for shore, 40 yards away, and 
Richter went to the-aid of Kuhn, 
who was still dangling from the 
rope. 

Goeringer was not seen after 
that. It is thought he became 
caught in one of the many whirl- 
pools and eddies in the vicinity of 
the barges. No effort is being 
made to recover the body, as the 
current is swift and the body is 
thought to ‘have been carried far 
downstream,

I have always had a theory 
that to make the first ten for the 
first time is a dangerous experi- 
ence.

It is apt to make a player too 
conscious of the ranking, pa«rticu- 
larly a young player. What is the 
insidious thing that affects the 
player? It is that subconscious 
memory saying: “I am ranked 
eighth or fourth” or whatever it 
may bo so that the player is al- 
ways feeling the strain of each 
match in upholding that ranking. 
It is apt to make the player self- 


’ eonscious. 


The young player becomes aware 
of his shots. He begins to think: 
“Do I hit this correctly for a first 
10 player?” or “I should have a 
different backhand to be in the 
first 10,” instead of realizing that 
matches are won by concentration 
on the present match and its cor- 
rect tactics, not by the ranking po- 
gition one holds. The press and 
public are apt to expect too much 
ef a young player who is in the 
first 10. Actually there is little 
or no difference between the first 
10 and the first 20. : 

I do not mean that Sarah Pal- 
frey or Junior Coen are necessar- 
lly out of the first 10 but they 
have definitely slipped from their 
position of a year ago. Is it a 
permanent decline? No, most 
probably not. In Sarah Palfrey’s 
case I believe she has greatly 
missed the wise guidance and ad- 
vice of Mrs. George Wightman, her 
partner and teacher ef tennis tac- 

cs. 
‘ Previously Sarah has’ been able 
to turn to Mrs. Wightman for ad- 
vice at any crisis but this year 
Mrs. Wightman was in California 
while Sarah was in Europe or the 
east after her return. Abroad 
Sarah fell victim to the fatal cen- 
ter court at Wimbledon where she 
played one match in the Wight- 
man Cup so badly that her confi- 
dence was shaken so deeply that 
she has been unable to regain it 
alone. 

Junior Coen’s retrogression is 
due partially to his ranking but 
in a far greater measure to lack 
of incentive. Coen felt the injus- 
tice of being overlooked in the 
Davis Cup selection so keenly that 
he lost interest in the garic. He 
has played all season with no 
spark of competitive spirit. 

He has a tennis knuwledge and 
background and intelligencs that 
surpasses any boy of his age in 
the game. He has courag® and in 
the past has had great competitive 
spirit. In stroke equipment is far 
ahead of Vines and Sutter and al- 
most equals Wood. 

It is my opinion that Sarah Pal- 
fred and Junior Coen, without 
doubt, the two big disappointments 
of the 1930 tennis year, can and 
will come back with renewed con- 
fidence and will to win in 1931 and 
once more place themselves well up 
in the first ten.

Rain causes so much

much interference with outdoor activity, 
s0 much mental depression. 

With no rain in the spring, summer or 
autumn and only a mild and occasional 
shower during the four winter months, 
the Southern Californian can plan his 
days without consideration of the weath- 
er. He knows it will be good. Markets 
are built in the open without danger 
of destruction from the skies, rain checks 
are unseen at the ball park, and people 
arriving here in April f@rget by autumn 
that there was ever such a phenomenon 
as rainfall. Lightning and thunder are 
unknown. 

Of course, the writer realizes that it 
is not.fair to compare our mild summer 
days and cool, ocean-breezed nights with 
the stifling weather of the Middle West 
and tell residents of the latter that they 
should enjoy their weather. However, 
it was the lack of rain over which the 
most complaint was registered, and what 
1 wish to bring out is that one should 
be glad to take irrigatory measures and 
enjoy the dryners. Stop wishing for 
rain; it is a source of all kinds of trou- 
ble, 

In clesing, I wish to make it plain 
that thé foregoing descriptions of the 
Southern California weather do not ap- 
ply to Northern California, where the 
rainfall is relatively “heavy (most of it, 
as throughout the Pacific Coast, oc- 
curring in winter, however) and the days 
often misty. Many people, visiting only 
the north, get a bad impression of the 
weather (save for the unbroken summer 
coolness) and assume it to be applicable 
to the whole State.

THE POSTAL LEASE SCANDAL. 
Postmaster-General Brown thinks the Government 
could save $10,000,000 in the next 20 years by buy- 
ing more than 100 buildings throughout the country 
now under lease as quarters for the postal service. 
Approximately $18,000,000 a yoar is disbursed for 


postoffice rentals, and what appears to be a major 
Part of the story— 


Congress and a senatorial committee has: been busy 
for some time making a nation-wide inquiry into 
the remainder of the leases. If St. Paul’s experience 
is typical the country may prepare to learn of an 
orgy of graft comparable to the excesses of the Hard- 
ing regime. 

To save money after the war the Wilson adminis- 
tration embarked on the policy of renting needed’ 
postal quarters instead of building them. Promoters, 
it seemed, were induced to build the special types of 
buildings required by the Postoffice Department, and 
promised leases upon their completion. A group of 
slickers in St. Paul, on a site assessed at $48,000, put 
up a building (it was so ramshackle as later to be 
condemned by the St. Paul Health Department as 
dangerous and unfit for human occupancy), costing 
$307,000. For this structure the Government signed 
a 20-year lease for the huge rental of $120,775 a year, 
or approximately one-third of the building cost, plus 
the assessed value of the lot. 

Moreover, the promoters floated a $750,000 bond 
issue on the property, using as a selling argument the 
falsehood that the lease was noncancellable. St. Paul 
woke up to the situation in 1924, learned about the 
poor quality of the structure, the enormous rental and 
what looked like a violation of the postal laws in ad- 
vertising the bonds. Strange to relate, no criminal 
action instituted. The Postoffice Department 
did, however, cancel the lease. Later, due to pow- 
erfyl political pressure, a new lease was granted at 
a flat $120,000 a year and the new lease was made 
noncancellable. 

Once again the promoters were in the saddle and 
riding hard. After being careful to buy in the first 
bond issue, they floated a new one for a much larg- 
er sum—$1,150,000—and were about to sell another 
large issue on the lease when the whole story was 
disclosed by a Federal grand jury investigation. Only 
then did the Postoffice Department quit paying the 
rent, although, as the New Freeman puts it, “it had 
already paid out nearly three-fourths of a ‘million in 
rentals with full knowledge of the essential facts.” 
These facts were told to Congress by Representative 
Maas of St. Paul, who believes St. Paul is only one 
of many places where the Government was victimized. 

Not only has no one gone to jail for this shameful 
exploitation of the taxpayers’ money, but the public 
as a whole is not aware of what has happened. ‘This 
is partly the fault of the Postoffice Department, 
which was unbelievably negligent in the St. Paul 
case and which even now, in the person of Acting 
Postmaster-General Coleman, is denying that the 
Government is paying excessive rentals. Apparently, 
it remains for the senatorial committee to give the 
public the real story, freed of subterfuge and de- 
partmental chagrin. Its hearings and report are 
awaited with interest, and are expected to uncover a 
gang of grafters who, up to the present, have operat- 
ed with complete impunity. 
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A COME-BACK YEAR. 

The present year has politically been noteworthy 
for the return of the prodigals. In Oklahoma “Al- 
falfa Bill” Murray who rocked the cradle of that 
infant State is the Democratic candidate for Govern- 
or and from the oblivion of a,Washington law prac- 
tice Thomas P. Gore who, with Robert L. Owen, first 
represented Oklahoma in the United States Senate, 
has beaten an oil millionaire for the senatorial nom- 
ination. For a time, too, it looked as if Texas would 
again call Ma Ferguson Governor but better judg: 
ment prevailed in the run-off primary. Now, out in 
Massachusetts, the name of that stormy  petrel, 
Eugene N. Foss, appears as a contestant for the 
Democrétic nomination for the Senate. Mr. Foss is 
remembered as a former Republican who was elected 
Governor of the old Bay State three times \as a 
Democrat. And across the scenery of Illinois dashes 
the debonair caballero, Col. James Hamilton Lewis, 
sitting his saddle with the nonchalance of eternal 
youth. In Rhode Island the elegant Peter Gerry 
would again wear the toga; so, too, would Thomas 
Bayard of the Bayards of Delaware, and the Blue 
Ridge quiet of West Virginia is vehemently debating 
whether M. N. Neely’s primary budget totaled 14 or 
42 cents. 
Nebraska, wearing his 70 years like a gardenia, will 
be Norris’ opponent. How many of the veteran war- 
riors will survive the battle of November’s ballots is 
known only to the prophets, but, anyhow, they have 
all effected their escape, however brief, from the in- 
iquity of Hasbeenville.

According to its lights, the League is right. Mrs. 
McCormick was an uncompromising dry in the pri- 
mary. As such she sought and obtained the League’s 
support. But during the primary contest, and since, 
prohibition has met with startHng reverses in various 
tests of public sentiment. There was, first of all, 
the Literary Digest’s poll. There was Dwight Mor- 
row's unqualified demand for the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment which New Jersey ratified by 
nominating Mr. Morrow for the Senate by an over- 
whelming vote. There was the unexpected resolution 
of Washington Republicans which reduced that dry 
standard bearer, Senator Wesley Jones, to a fright- 
ened, stainmering mugwump. There Is the ultimatum 
of Republican leadershig in New York, of which 
former Senator Wadsworth is the _ authoritative 
spokesman, that the party must take an unequivocal 
position on this question or face a revolt that will rip 
it asunder. And outside of politics there is the 
resolute demand of men and women concerned 
gravely with the deterioration in morals and manners 
which has followed prohibition that this proved 
blunder be corrected. 

What Mrs. McCormick's convictions may be on this 
quustion nobody knows. What is apparent is that 
she and her party have tried by tricky evasion to 
serve water to the drys and anything the wets may 
order from beer to highballs. This is unsatisfactory 
to the drys and it ought to be equally unsatisfactory

to the wets. Mrs. McCormick and the Republican 
party of Illinois have forfeited the respect of all 
citizens who require the elementary virtues of hon- 
esty and candor in those who seek official preferment. 

What has happened in the farce and tragedy of 
prohibition is simply this: Hypocrisy is no longer 
an effective disguise for unscrupulous office-seekers. 
Sophistry has been unmasked. “Road Closed” is the 
sign on the once easy prohibition path.

MORE CONSUMING POWER. 

American factories, says the report of the Prestl- 
dent’s committee on recent economic changes, pro- 
@uced 55.5 per cent more goods per man per hour 
in 1927 than in 1919. With nearly a million less men 
employed, they turned out a quarter more products. 
Agriculture, during these eight years, lost a million 
men to the cities. But the index of agricultural 
output, which stood at 100 in 1919, reached 106 in 
1927. 

More goods from fewer workers, better machinery 
and better management reducing labor’s effort and 
increasing its return. What a blessing it should be. 
But today we find, instead, idleness, misery, want. 
What is the reason? The stenographic transcript of 
the proceedings of the conference of Governors at 
Salt Lake City, which has just. come to hand, re 
veals that the assembled executives wrestled with 
this problem for many hours. “Those who are mak- 
ing things by mass production,” said Gov. Leslie of 
Indiana, “must provide for somebody to buy them. 
Every university today will tell you how to increase 
production, but they are not telling you how to dis- 
pose of what you produce.” 

Gov. Trumbull of Connecticut agreed that “the 
only limitation to manufacturing, the only limitation 
to agriculture, the only limitation to products of any 
kind, is your market.” Our people cannot buy the 
goods our industry can produce. They cannot buy 
because they lack purchasing power. They lack pur- 
chasing power because too small a portion of our 
national inceme finds its way into the hands of the 
mass of consumers and too large a portion is used 
for the creation of new equipment. The working 
class, says the committee on economic changes, gets 
63 per cent of the nation’s income, the employing 
class gets 37 per cent. But a large part of this 
latter portion is reinvested directly in industrial 
equipment. 
of plant capacity, even during periods of business 
prosperity. 

Our automobile factories can turn out twice as 
many cars as they can sell. Our shoe factories can 
produce 1,750,000 pairs of shoes per day. They can- 
not dispose of more than 977,000. Our sugar refin- 
erles, with a capacity of 8,000,000 tons a year, are 
producing 4,000,000. Our steel plants have a poten- 
tial output of 54,000,000 tons. In a good year they 
produce between 30,000,000 and 40,000,000. Said Gov. 
Christianson of Minnesota: “There is not an indus- 
try today that I know of that is not overcrowded.” 

The solution is clear. Less income must go into 
factory construction, more into final consumption. 
Customers will buy when they have the money with 
which to buy. How are they going to get it? Not 
by sales on installment credit. These merely post- 
pone the problem for a few months. They enable 
workers to spend their incomes. Consumer purchas- 
ing power is to be enhanced only by increasing 
working class incomes. Through trade union ac- 
tivity, through minimum wage legislation, through 
progressive wage policy, industry must come to pay 
higher wages. Stability of income andeof purchasing 
power must be assured by the creation of reserve 
funds for the payment of wages so that industry 
may support its workers during periods of depres- 
sion in the same way in which it already provides 
for the holders of its stocks and bonds. 
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OLD NICK ON THE PENSION LIST. 

Old Nick wasn’t old enough to go off to the Span- 
ish-American War but he began pulling loads for 
Uncle Sam the very next year. His first job was 
at the Federal Quarantine Station, Athenia, N. J., 
where he worked for seven years. Then he joined 
the gable staff at the Department of Agriculture 
Experiment Station, Bethesda, Md. There his as- 
signment was to take a wagon every day from the 
station to the headquarters of his department in 
Washington and back, a trip of 20 miles. Day after 
day for three decades he plodded for his “uncle.” 
Now at an age comparable to 90 years for a man he 


has been retired. His teeth are worn, his coat is 
thin and he doesn’t get around like he used to. The 
pension fund doesn’t provide for four-footed employes 
ordinarily, but in this instance, as the Sage of the 
Beeches would say, circumstances alter cases. The 


oats and alfalfa meal*a day and pasture space to 
graze in. Retired for the good of the service. 
Old Nick took the collar in the days when his kind 
bore the brunt of short haul transportation; he is 
one of the remaining few that shied at the first gas 
buggies. Now he can look up from grazing and see 


‘a stream of trucks on the highway. 
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LABOR AND THE TARIFF. 

That the tariff is a boon to the American work- 
ingman has long been a stock argument for the high 
protection policy, one that has been swallowed by 
the labor unions themselves. When our industries 
were still struggling infants there was some cogency 
in the argument, but changes in economic conditions, 
particularly since the war, have put a different face 
on the matter. We refer, for example, to the estab- 
Hshment of branch factories in Europe. Represoen- 
tative Knutson of Minnesota claims that American 
capital so invested abroad exceeds $20,000,000,000. 
That figure may be somewhat high; nevertheless, it 
illustrates an important trend. 

A surprising number of American corporations, in- 
cluding International Harvester, General Motefs, 
Ford, Eastman Kodak, American Radiator, General 
Electric, Westinghouse Electric and many others, are 
now operating factories in Europe. They are, of 
course, employing the European labor against whose 
competition the tariff is touted to operate. And why 
are American corporations building plants in Europe 
instead of manufacturing their products here and 
shipping them to Europe? One of the main reasons is 
to escape the retaliatory tariffs of foreign coun- 
tries, induced by our own high tariff walls.

lative study of unemployment insurance 

with a view to devising a system for 
New York State is sure to stimulate inter- 
est in this mode of mitigating the evil of 
fluctuating employment. The past year has 
opened our eyes to the fact that the unend- 
ing prosperity depicted by the economists 
of the new-era school was merely a dream 
and that we still have our cycles of fat 
years alternating with lean. The census 
tabulation, incomplete as it is, shows that 
there were two and a half million unem- 
ployed in the country last spring. The 
actual number.today is undoubtedly larger. 

There have been conferences at Washing- 
ton of leaders in the fields of industry, la- 
bor and finance to devise means of restrict- 
ing unetnployment, and these have had 
their value. They have not, however, pre- 
vented unemployment from becoming a 
major social problem. Coupled with this 
cyclical unemployment there is the grow- 
ing problem of technological unemploy- 
ment, a result of the displacement of labor 
by improved machinery. Experience shows 
filso that under this new industrial develop- 
ment it is the workers of 40 years of age 
and over who tend to be displaced. It is 
one of the tragedies of tnodern American 
industry that the adoption by many big in- 
dustrial corporations of employe insurance, 
sick benefits and pensions—all of which 
are in the line of social progress—has made 
it increasingly difficult for the worker of 
middle age to find a new job. 

The companies which provide retirement 
allowances for their aged employes natural- 
ly are reluctant to hire -.any but young 
workers. The ocffects of this policy were 
clearly apparent in the census of 1920, 
which showed that in agriculture, public 
service and the professions over a third of 
the workers were past 45, whereas in man- 
ufacturing the average age was 28 and in 
mining it was slightly less than 24. When 
the figures for this year’s census are pub- 
lished there is reason to believe that they 
will show a still more striking contrast be- 
tween the ages of different groups of work- 
ers. 

The leading countries of Europe long ago 
recognized that unemployment is not mere- 
ly an accidental occurrence but something 
to be expected from time to time and to be 
guarded against as one guards, say, against 
bad weather. Nine countries now have a 
voluntary system of unemployment insur- 
ance supported by public subsidies. In 
1911 Great Britain took the lead in adopt- 
ing a compulsory system, which has subse- 
quently been extended until it includes all 
persons under a contract of service except 
domestic servants, agricultural labor and a 
few miscellaneous groups. Some half a 
dozen other countries have followed 
Britain's example. 

In the United States the idea of insur- 
ance against unemployment has made very 
slow headway. No state has yet adopted a 
system, although attempts have been made 
to obtain legislation in New York, Michigan, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. In most cases 
the bills provided that the employers. should 
pay the entire cost. Gov. Roosevelt's sug- 
gestion that the state, the employer and the 
employe all contribute jointly to the fund 
is in accord-with the European practice, 
but in this country the opposition to the 


C OV. ROOSEVELT’S advocacy of a legis- 


state’s entrance into the field of insurance 
is an exceedingly strong factor which will 
have to be reckoned with! 

Meantime, some progress has been made 
toward solving the problem by a different 
method. The most conspicuous instance, 
because of the number of persons involved, 


‘is to be found in the recently announced 


plan of the General Electric Co. whereby 
the company and the workers contribute 
jointly to a fund out of which the employes 
are to receive 50 per cent of their average 
full-time #arning for as much as 10 weeks 
in any year while they are unemployed. 
The Vennison Manufacturing Co. of Fram- 
ingham, Mass., is the pioneer of this form 
of insurance, having inaugurated its system 
in 1916. 

Older than any of these are the out-of-work 
benefit systems maintained by trade unions, 
some of which were established in the mid- 
dle of the nineteenth century. A number 
of unions in recent years have made joint 
agreements with employers for the pay- 
ment of unemployment benefits. It has 
been estimated, however, that all these 


various forms of private unemployment 


benefits in effect in the United States af- 
ford protection to only about 200.000 work- 
ers. That is a pitifully small percentage of 
the total number of industrial employes. 

Whatever form unemployment insurance 
May eventually take fin thfs country, the 
system is as yet only in. its beginnings. As 
long as there were free lands in the United 
States and abundant opportunities for earn- 
ing a living open to every ablebodied 
worker the problem of providing a perma- 
nent basis of unemployment reHef was not 
urgent. But today, as we approach social 
and industrja] conditions more like those 
in the countries overseas, the question of 
making adequate provision for these who 
are forced by the fluctuations of industry 
into involuntary idleness is demanding in- 
creasing attention. 

Objections have been raised against a 
state subsidy and also against placing the 
whole burden on the industry concerned. 
These are matterae which need to be 
threshed out by a body of experts. Gov. 
Roosevelt's suggestion that the next Legis- 
lature and the next administration make a 
definite study of the whole problem is both 
timely and praetical. 


UNCLE SAM’S DEFICIT. 

From the Houston Post-Dispatch. 

IKE some of the rest of us, Uncle Sam 
[tings inid-summer a tight time, finan- 

clally speaking. A Treasury statement 
just issued, announces that the deficit in 
Operating the Government from July 1 to 
Aug. 12, amounted to $214,518.952. About 
$400,000,000 Is expected in September, when 
the third quarter's income tax payments are 
received, and the deficit will be wiped out 
at that time. The embarrassment is, there- 
fore, only temporary. It is significant, how- 
ever, that in the period referred to, the Gov- 
ernment collected $53,202,509 less this year 
than last. The loss was occasioned chiefly 
in the division of customs receipts. From 
July 1 to Aug. 12, 1929, customs receipts 
were $72,744,542, while for the same period 
this year they were only $38,999,646.

Of exterior events there are sur- 
prisingly few in the narrative, con- 
sidering its gripping power and to- 
tal effect: The action is largely in 
the dull mind of the tortured Ta- 
liak who, after wreaking revenge 
upon the brother, reconquers the 
faithless Orulo, who in turn, mere- 
ly by yielding humbly to the brutal 
dominance of the man, overcomes 
and enslaves him in a way that he 
can not understand. 

In spite of its theme the tale is 
obviously the result of no cheap 
pandering to the pornographic 
mood of the day.

If it is colic he 
will draw up his legs and the ab- 
domen will be hard; if he puts his 
hand to his ear and cries vigorous- 
ly it may be earache, and this can 
be determined by pressing in front 
and behind the ear. This will make 
the child wince, and the trouble 
is there. The child may have sus- 
tained an injury of a joint; there 
may be a sprain and he will cry 
when the injured part is handled. 

If your baby is properly fed and 
gets plenty of water between feed- 
ings the continuous crying is not 
due to hunger or thirst. If you 
keep him cool and quiet and exer- 
cise regularity in everything per- 
taining to your baby’s care, the 
crying is not caused by discomfort 
due to neglect.
